®,- meeting of anyone interested 
in formiilating plans for the ceéle- 
bration of New England’s last In- 
dian Raid was held Wednesday ev- 
ening, March 26, in the meeting 
room of the Dr. Moses Mason 
Hiuse, A brief history of the event 
‘was presented and materials relat- 
ing to the celebrations in 1881 
and 1931 were circulated among 
the 14 people ‘attending, . 

Various suggestions were made 
for the celebration, including a 
three day event beginning on Sat- 
urday, Aug. 1, 1981; and continu- 
ing through to the historic pa- 
geant on Monday, Aug. 3, 1981, 
the 200th anniversary of the raid. 
Sudbury Canada, later Bethel, was 
raided by a band of Indians who 
also carried off two of its inhabi- 
#ants to Canada. The episode was 
Part of a large plan by the Briitish 
during the American Revolution 
to encourage the Canadian. Indi- 
‘ans to disrupt the frontier settle- 
ments of New England. 

Ideas presented during the meet- 
ing for consideration were a pa- 
rade featuring among other partici- 
pants the Clydesdale Horses, a 
military band, Revolutionary Mili- 
tiamen and floats featuring Indian 
subjects or with ‘topics dealing 
with the American Revolution. Al-

FINANCIAL SITUATION 
A significant rate increase (70%) was required during the 
past year in order for the District to continue operations. At 
the beginning of 1979, the operating deficit was $22,137.54 and 
by the end of the year, the operating deficit had increased an- 
other $17,374.88. The District had to borrow $37,000. in long 
term loan from the Casco Bank. Thus, at the beginning of 1980, 
the District’s long term debt is up to $256,000. which must be 
} paid off at a rate of $21,201.78 per year. Besides Jong term 
loans, the District has borrowed $17,500. from the Bethel Say- 
ings Bank. This amount was required to pay for operating and 
maintenance expenses which could not be paid from income 
obtained from customer billings. Yet, with this past year’s rate 
increase, lowered operating costs and an economical program of 
preventive maintenance plus very modest replacement of cap- 
ital equipment (mostly water mains and gates) the coming year 
is projected to show a balanced budget with no deficit. 
IS AN INDEPENDENT WATER DISTRICT FEASIBLE? 
The Trustees have continued this year to operate the 
| District on the assumption that the most practical course to 
follow is to first achieve and then to maintain a financially 
healthy, separate water district for the Town of Bethel. There 
are two principal reasons for this conclusion:

MEASURES TO PROTECT WATER SUPPLIES 

Two special valves were installed on each side of the 
Androscoggin River so that in the event something broke the 
water main which runs under the river, remaining water in the 
system could be immediately captured without having to dig in 
snow or frozen ground. With the valves in place, there exists the 
possibility of running a temporary by-pass water service over 


the Androscoggin River Bridge, 


thus reconnecting Bethel cus- 


tomers with the Chapman Brook supply. 

During this year, the District’s office on Philbrook Street 
has been renovated so that proper testing equipment can be 
maintained. Along with the need to daily test water quality and 
health standards, having a certified technician available is also 
a requirement. Prior to deciding to rehabilitate the Philbrook 


Street building for office and 


examined various rental options and found all to be more ex- 
pensive than improvement costs to the existing building which 
the District already owned. Also, a factor in this consideration 
was that much of the work could be and was done by District 
personnel as their work load permitted and without any over- 


time payment.

UNIQUE DRAMA CLASS 
AT GOULD 

One of the classes offered at 
Gould Academy is Drama, funda- 
mentally an introduction or ori- 
entation to theatre. Mrs. Carol 
Fiske, teacher of the course and 
director of Gould's year-long se- 
ries of plays and musicals, has de- 
signed the class to teach the ba- 
Sics that aspiring actors or just 
curious students should know ab- 
out the stage, and how it is used 
to “mirror” many aspects of life. 

During the winter term, Mrs. 
Fiske had the class use cardboard 
bird masks to introduce the tech- 
niques she wanted the class to 
learn. The group began by per- 
forming sections of Aristophanes’ 
“The Birds,” which everyone 
agreed was an appropriate illus- 
tration of how the mask can be 
used as a means to focus the wear- 
er’s concentration, since peripher- 
al vision is cut off. This forces the 
students to turn their heads in 
the direction they are speaking. 
thus producing the desired artistic 
effect. The transition was then 
made from Greek to Italian Renais- 
sance and “Comedia Del Arte.” 
During this period the mask came 
to represent a stock character, 

Now, with the beginning of the 
spring term, Mrs. Fiske plans to 
tie everything together by giving 
the students a taste of what life 
was like during the Elizabethian 
era. This will include music, 
masques (lavish festivals) and dan- 
ces of the time. 

Carol Fiske is a graduate of 
Skidmore College, Saratoga, N. Y., 
and has taught at Gould for the 
past six years. Together with 
husband, Frank, who teaches in- 
strumental music at Gould, the 
Fiskes have produced and direct- 
ed numerous plays, including, 
“You're a Good Man Charlie 
Brown,” and “A Funny Thing 
Happened on the Way to the Fo- 
rum,” also “Mame,” “The Cruci- 
ble,” and “The Little Prince.” She 
states that the Drama class and 
extra-curriclar productions serve 
as a valuable alternative to Gould’s 
athletic programs, and appeal to 
many students who want to try 
their hand at performing for oth- 
ers,
